BAKEBSFIELD CAL., January 15 —This 


town has a population of 8,000. 
It is 


the distributing point and county seat 
of Kern county, which is as la-ge aa 
the state of Massachusetts. 
It has 


splendid streets and many miles of 
beautiful cement sidewalks, a fine 
water supply, twelve churches, six 
newspapers, foundries, machine shops, 
five banking institutions and is the 
southern gateway to the San Joaquin 
Valley, which is as large in area as the 
state of Indiana. 


Kern county is an oil producing dis- 


trict, shipping now from 25 to 30 thous- 
and barrels per day. 
Kern county is 


the entrance to the great central plane 
of California, the famous San Josquin 
Valley. This county has an asparagus 
farm of 3,000 acres, from which two 
canneries put up each season 100,000 
cases of canned asparagus. A tract of 
8,000 acres of this country's land has 
recently been sold to capitalists of Los 
Angeles, who will devote the tract to 
asparagus, celery and other choice 
vegetab'es. 


The price of land in this part of the 


country ranges from S30 to 8100 per 
acre 


The sugar beet culture is coming to 


be avery profitable crop in this section, 
the average returns from this vegetable 
being S37 to 890 per acre.

The next division takes you to Ye Al- 
pine Tavern, four miles farther, which 
is situated among the big pines at the 
end of the road 5 000 feet above sea 
level. Here you find yourself above 
the clouds, with the bright sun shin- 
ing above you in all his splendor, and 
in close touch with some of nature's 
fine productions. 


We now pass through Kings and 


Tulare counties without making a stop 
and anchor in the city of Fresno, which 
is the county seat of Fresno county. 
This county being located about the 
center of San Joaquin Villey, I stop- 
ped for two days in order to gather as 
much information us possible of this 
wonderful agricultural valley. This 
coULty contiins about 3,600000 acres, 
cf which about one-third is tillable 
soil and well adapted to the raising of 
all kinds of semi-tropical fruits.as well 
as being a wonderful wheat producing 
country. The altitudes of Fresno coun- 
ty vary from 250 to 13.000 feet, which 
presents a great variety of climate and 
soil. 
The average rainfall is ten 


inches, with an average of 875 days of 
sunshine in a year. The mean tem- 
perature is 60 degrees. The average 
summer temperature is 80 degrees. 


There are over 500,000 deciduous 


fruit trees in the county aad this num-

First-class land for orchards or vine- 
yards sells for 840 to 880 per acre. 
Full bearing vineyards have sold 
during the year past at 8250 to $300 
per acre.

Meeting ot the Descendants of John MoCor- 


mlofc, Formerly ol thlft County. 


The Muneie, Ind., Star of a recent date 


publishes an account of the reunion of 
the descendants of John McCormick, at 
Indianapolis, lad. 
Some three hun- 


dred of his descendants were in attend- 
ance. 


John McOormiek was born near Win- 


chester, V»., about 1754. He served 
three terms of enlistment during the 
revolutionary war—two in Virginia, the 
second as a private in 1776, under Capt. 
James Robinson, Col. Christie com- 
mtndlng. 
He enlisted again on the 


8th of January, 1778, for two years, in 
the Tenth Virginia regiment, under 
Col. Charles Lewis. His first two terms 
of service were on the frontier of Vir- 
ginia. He was engaged in the Indian 
fight on Watage river. A short time 
after the expiration of the second term 
of service, in 1880, he removed to Bed- 
ford county, Pa. His third enlistment 
was in Pennsylvania, for three months, 
in 1780, under Captain McCall. 


Oa the 24th of March, 1785, he mar- 


ried Catharine Drennen.in Bedford, Pa. 
Sh3 wss born on the 25th of Jawa-y, 
1769 (probably in Cumberland Valley). 
He subsequently removed to the west. 
His application for a pension was dated 
15tb of September, 1832, Fayette coun- 
ty, ladiana; age 78. He died on April 
18, 1837, aged 83. 
His wife died on 


February 22,1862, aged 93. Their ashes 
repose in thecsmetery atConnersville, 
Ind.

the voter which should not be attempted.

To stew apples so each quarter Is un- 


broken and i>a clear one can almost see 
tlirojgb it is au art, and yet It Is a sim- 
ple thing to do If one only knows how. 
Peel tart apples very thin, cut them In 
quarters and remove the cores and 
seeds. As-fast as you can peel ami 
quarter them drop the apples In a 
saucepan In which you have already 
placed cold water to the depth at two 
Inches. WUcn the apples are all In, put 
the saucepan over a slow fire, cover It 
till the water reaches the boiling point 
then remove the cover and let the ap- 
ples simmer almost imperceptibly till 
you can pierce them easily with a 
broom splint; then sprinkle the sugar 
over them and let them just simmer 
until it Is all melted. 
Remove the 


saucepan from the fire and let It stand 
•where the apples will get cold before 
turning them into a dish for the table. 
—Green's Fruit Grower.

BULLETS AS EVIDENCE. 


Odd Pacts Developed by Their Prom 


Ineuce In Murder Trials. 


The important part played in man; 


murder trials by a flattened and mis 
shfipen bit of lend or steel, once In th 
form of a bullet, often leads to the de- 
velopment of some curious facts, say 
the Baltimore American 
A leaden bu' 


let will lose appreciably in weight b 
being flred, and the form of the barrel 
may tend to reclure its size. In a rifle 
some of ihe lead is taken off by the 
grooves. 
The friction also bents and 


tends to partially melt tbe outside of 
the ball, End because of tui* it changes 
Its shape In the air. 


One peculiar fact about a bullet is 


that It will very often make a wound of 
entry smaller than the projectile itself 
even In so brittle a substance as glass. 
Another strange fact about n bul'et is 
that it will often pass thronnh Inter- 
vening clathiug, milking a bole that can 
hardly be noticed, and yet curry on its 
point a circular piece of cloth. The car- 
rying of bits of clothing, hair or dirt In- 
to wounds in such a manner greatly 
enhances the dangers of peritonitis. 
Were it not for this latter contact the 
bullet would not be nearly so danger- 
ous, as its rapid flight and heating 
make It practically sterile.

Japan Once Joined to China. 


Japan consists of a group of "festoon 


Islands," forming a long curve, with Its 
concavity toward the mainland, and 
many of their peculiarities are dne to 
their upheaval by subterranean forces, 
of which they are still one of tbe most 
active seats. They were undoubtedly 
connected with China and with the 
land to tbe north of this at no very re- 
mote period, geologically speaking, and 
therefore, like Great Britain and Ire- 
land, are scientifically classified as "re- 
cent continental Islands."
